1. | Bow to the guru whose entire body is made up of bliss. An enlightened guru is one with 
supreme being whose attribute is bliss. 

2. | bow to the master who will instruct me on the highesttruth, the scriptures and the 

subsidiary texts. 

| bow to the great master who had no beginning (birth), no middle or end (death). 

| bow to my guru who is the treasure house of compassion. 

| bow to the guru who is of the form of the truth, the ultimate knowledge and bliss. 

| bow to my guru who never swerves from the right conduct.

| bow to my 'Sadguru' from whom all the paths of yoga have become manifest. The guru 
gives to various disciples various paths of sadhana for reaching the Lord.

The self in each individual is not easily 
seen because he is covered by five Sheaths. As for example, the sheath of matter, the 
sheath of the mind, the sheath of the vital force (life energy), the sheath of intellect and 
the sheath of relative bliss. So one has to remove them by sadhana in order to 
understand the true nature of the Guru.
